This committee will be known as th

executive campaign committee of the
Democratic National Committee.

ing to sere the Democntlc and Inde-

pendent weekly papers and thpse dallies
that art net represented in Washington.

MEETING OPPOSITION

Several Home Mesiben Now Protest

Against Reducing the Number of

Soldiers' Homes' Managers.
Several representatives with national

soldiers' homes in their districts, yester-da-

began a determined fight on that
part of the sundry civil appropriations
bill which provides for the reduction of
the number of resident rasnagers of the
homes from eleven to five.

That section of the bill slipped through
the House unnoticed by the majority of
the protesting members It was dis-

covered In the Senate, however, and the
bill was amended so as to leave ,ge
board as It now stands. ".

Conferees on the bill reported to the.
House vesterda that they were unable
to agree with the Senats conferees on
tnls section, and a resolution was offered
calling on the conferees to stand by the
bill .is It left the House.

Immediately there was protest from
Representatives Reed of New Hampshire.
McGIUIcud) of Maine, and O Hair of Illi-

nois. Thej Insisted that the cutting dowi
of the board In the manner suggested
would not 'he a stroke of economj, for
the resident managers serve without sal-

ary, being allowed only their expenses
lor attending board meetings and inspect-
ing the homes The claim of Represents,
tlve Fitzgerald of New York, who Is
fatnerlng the change, that he reduction
In numbers of members would facilitate
the work of the board they averred was
without merit.

In behalf of leaving the board un-

changed thej the argument that
the residents of the homes will be served
better if one manager Is assigned to each
State, as at present This makes It pos-

sible, it was pointed out. for the resi-

dent managers to keep In touch with the
homes In their respective States and thus
attend better to Hfe needs of their sol-

diers

said, to suppose that a few men in
New York, or pome other big clt. could
give as good service as we get under the
present svstem I am unalterably op-

posed to the change"

Conne It Urged by Dr. H. J. Patter-to-

President of Maryland

Agricultural College.
Compulsor) ph)slcal examination upon

entrance to college was recommended
last night by Dr. H. J. Patterson, presi-
dent ot the Mar land Agricultural Col-
lege, at a meeting of the Washington
chapter of the school club at the New
Ebbitt.

"I believe in phjsleal examinations that
will determine the fitness of the pros-
pective student for athletic exercises,"
said Dr Patterson "This would prevent
to a great extent Injuries that result
from participation by unlit students In
more strenuous games I favor also a

stem of phsical culture In colleges
that will develop students physical! as
well as mentall It Is hardly possible
to train the mind properl unless the
bod keeps pace "'

Dr Patterson also said that he thougnt
the State of Maryland would be justified
in spending at least I1.0U0.0U0 In develop-
ing the Maryland Agricultural College
Thee expenditures, he said, might be
extended over a period of from six to
eight years. Special training tn Indus-
tries, such as canning, were recommend-
ed b Dr Patterson Kxperts In the
canning industry especiall) were need-(- l.

One meal will usual! last
one week and In the case ot It consist
ing of a rat every particle Is digested
rave the hair and the nails and the
enamel on the teeth

The coachwhip snake, because
of Its resemblance to a coachwhip. Is the
fastest among the reptiles. The legs are
Inside the body in a few snakes

That no one has the power to charm
a snake and no snake has the power
to charm an animal Is emphatlcall
stated b Mr Foster Music also, he
declares has no power to soothe or
otherwise change their nature 'lhe
know nothing whatever about music, he
raid There Is no affection between
mother and son. A snake may be born
toda and tonight will leave its mother
and never see her again or not recog-
nize her if it does

There are onl three classes of poison-
ous snake, according to Air toster
Thse consist of the rattlers, the mocca-
sins and the harlequin or coral snake.

Detective Nussbaum and a station officer
were called and the Syrian was hustled
into the police room of the station. Sta-

Deputy Health Officer Dr. W. G. Fowler
and he allaed the fears of several hur-dr-

persons b pronouncing the malady
as measles An ambulance from the
Board of Health was summoned, but In
the meantime the Syrian was ushered on
the outside of the station and told to sit
tn a chair with which had been provided.
The detectlv e and the special officer stood
fifty feet away on guard. At the Gar-
field Hospital where the Syrian was taken
It was stated that he had a case of
measles of the worst sort.
